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Chepstow Castle is a noble pile of buildings standing 
amid picturesque surroundings on a rocky eminence on 
the right bank of the river. 'This castle was built by 
William Fitz-Osborne in Early Norman times, and in 
the twelfth century was in the possession of the noted 
Richard Htrongbow. During the Civil War it was held 
by the King’s troops, but surrendered after a struggle to 
a force from Gloucester. 
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
